BARBERS MUST BE CLEAN

Strict Rules Will Hereafter Regu-
late New York Shops.

New York, Sept. 1.—The new law
regulating barber shops has become op-
erative and beginning today any ton-
worial artist in New York state caught
shaving o customer without washing
his hands in warm water and soap or
using a powder puff, or a towel on more
than one person without its having
been washed, will be subjected to fm-
prisonment and fine.

No alum or othér astringent may be
usgd In stick form to stop the flow of
blood. The use of sponges s strictly
prohibited, Mugs and shaving brushes
must be thoroughly washed ufter use
on such person,

Combs, razors, clippers, and sclssors
must be thoroughly cleansed by dipping
in bolling water or other germ des-
troyer after every separate use. Other
provislons are made for the cleanliness
of shops and every barber must have
a certificate prepured by an examin-
atlon before a state board,
